New Governor in a Lengthy Inaugu­ 
ral 
Address 
Tells 
Legislators 
What 
His Policies W ill 
Be 
During Next Four Years. 


Jefferson City, Jan. lo.— The inau­ 
guration today of Elliott W. Major as 
governor of Missouri marked the re­ 
turn of the democratic party to con­ 
trol of the state government. 
The ceremony took place at 1:30 
a clock in the house 
assembly hall, 
where the crowd was restricted be­ 
cause the temporary 
capitol, 
built 
largely of wood, has a limited ca­ 
pacity. 
The building was decorated 
profusely with roses. 
Immediately after 
being sworn ic 
Governor Major delivered his inau­ 
gural address. 
The address was a 
lengthy one and was received with 
every manifestation of 
approval by 
those asembled. 
Lieutenant Governor 
Painter 
and 
other state 
officers, 
all democrats, 
took the oath of office this morning. 
In his inaugural address Governor 
Major reminded the assembly that in 
the matter of constructive legislation 
it alone could act and that he could 
only recommend, but said 
that 
it 
would be his pleasure and honor to 
assist in all such matters as fat as he 
possibly could. 
Public Schools and Other Educational 
■ 
Interests. 
Among the recommendations made 
was one for an adequate system of 
rural high Fchools, toward the sup­ 
port of which the state should con­ 
tribute its part. 
He advocated better 
wages 
for 
teachers and ether methods for plac­ 
ing the profession upon a more sub­ 
stantial basis, saying that there is no 
economy in employing anything but 
the best talent. 
Adequate 
appropriations 
b r 
the 
state university, the school of mines 
and the five normal schools was rec­ 
ommended. 
Public Roads. 
Regarding 
this 
important matter, 
Governor Major said: 
Permanently improve 
the 
public 
roads and commercial activities will 
follow as a necessary sequence*. They 
will bring millions of acres of land, 
now unused, into cultivation, increase 
the size of the haul and shorten the 
time of transit. 
They will save wear 
upon harness, wagons and teams, and 
— all in all—yield a greater dividend 
than any other investment. 
The state ir alive to this necessity 
and two things are necessary to be 
considered: 
First, an adequate sys­ 
tem for public expenditures and road 
building; second, the 
providing 
of 
revenue by the state and the local 
subdivision, and this may necessitate 
a constitutional amendment. 
To accomplish this, we must nec­ 
essarily have a state 
highway 
de­ 
partment and a county highway de­ 
partment, the county department ar­ 
ticulating with the state department, 
and through which departments we 
can have a complete system for su­ 
pervising and building public roads. 
Missouri today has more than 100,- 
000 miles of public roads, and more 
than 100,000 culverts 
and 
bridges. 
These roads and bridges, it is esti­ 
mated, have been constructed at a 
cost of more? than $100,000,000. 
W e 
spend annually $3,000,000 
in 
main­ 
taining our public roads, which sum 
is expended through 4,000 road over­ 
seers. 
The expenditure of the $3,- 
000,000 annually must be reduced to 
a better system in order to get the 
maximum benefits* 
To accomplish 
this purpose we should have a state 
high way department, 
which 
should 
have supervision over the expendi­ 
ture and distribution of state moneys 
given to aid in the building of public 
roads, and should act in an advisory 
or assisting capacity to the county 
highway 
department. 
The 
county 
highway department in each county 
should have charge of and direct all 
road work, expend the 
local 
road 
funds, free and unhampered 'n any 
manner. 
In this w ay. the counties 
will have efficient 
and 
systematic 
road work and service, conserve the 
road funds, and secure the maximum 
amount 
of 
improvement 
ior 
tho 
money expended. 
W e cannot have 
the best results-until we reduce our 
system of constructing and working 
roads and the expenditures of public 
money thereon to a more sub stantial 
and efficient basis. 
Again, tho state 
should give more substantial aid to 
the counties. 
There are many coun­ 
ties w'hich 
spend more money an­ 
nually upon their public roads than 
the state spends for that purpose in 
the entire 111 counties. 
The legisla­ 
ture should also provide specifically 
how and upoi what terms the coun­ 
ties can use the convicts, now con­ 


fined 
in 
tho 
penitentiary, in road 
work. 
The state can. in this way, 
lurnish a larg * amount of free labor, 
which is tantamount to 
gi'ing 
so 
much cash for building public roads. 


It migration. 


Referring 
to 
immigration, 
the 
speaker said. 


To the encl that our resources and 
opportunities 
may 
be properly ad­ 
vertised and a wholesome immigra­ 
tion brought among us, I recommend 
the enactment of a 
carefully 
pre­ 
pared law providing for the appoint­ 
ment of an immigration commissioner 
and assistant commissioner to prop­ 
erly advertise our resources rmd ad­ 
vantages to ti e world. 
There should 
be a branch office located at Spring­ 
field and placed in charge of the as­ 
sistant commissioner of immigration. 
It will be money well expended by 
the state, and this department can 
labor in a most fruitful field, and be­ 
come one of our leading ani most 
popular dep«. intents. 


Land Reclamation. 


There is rn re than 4,000,000 acres 
of swamp and overflowed lands in 
Missouri. 
The reclamation w*ork conducted by 
the state during the years 1909 and 
1910 by the labor bureau, and that 
prosecuted during the years 1911 and 
1912 by Hon. John H. Nolen, as spe­ 
cial agent of the state, has demon­ 
strated that great results can be ob­ 
tained by th? state in furnishing to 
the owners of these lands informa­ 
tion relating to the benefits which 
can be derived from various reclama­ 
tion methods, and in counseling and 
advising them in the formation and 
organization of districts. 
This legislature should provide a 
special department for this work, and 
continue it on a broader and more 
definite basis. 
It can be done for the 
same amount of money now being ex­ 
pended, or a small increase, and will 
prove, in the end, a great investment, 
not only to the owners of the land, 
but in the advancement of the state 
and in the increase of its revenues. 
Taxation. 
In 
the 
matter 
of 
taxation 
the following recommendations were 
made: 
That 
the 
present 
legis­ 
lature re-enact a law’ passed by the 
last, which was vetoed by Governor 
Hadley, increasing the tax rate of

This 
legislature should create a tax com­ 
mission to study the question of tax­ 
ation and report its labors to the 
next legislature, to the end that we 
may revise and improve our revenue 
system. 
Eleemosynary Institutions. 
These state institutions ar? com­ 
mended 
and

suggestion made 
that a state office be created, to be 
known as the state medical super­ 
visor, which shall have supervision 
over a1! hospitals for the insane. 
Public Service Commission. 
The need for a public service com­ 
mission is urged, with authority to 
supervise the issuance 
of 
stocks. 
bonds and evidences of indebtedness 
and with power to ascertain the value 
of the physic^! properties of all pub­ 
lic utility concerns and to regulate 
their charges and the conduct of busi­ 
ness. 
A workingman’s compensation law, 
legislation wnich will simplify court 
procedure and tend to bring about 
earlier decisions and reduce the cost 
of litigation, ihe creation of a hoard 
of pardons, reforms in penal end re­ 
formatory institutions and in city and 
county institutions of like character 
are earnestly urged. 
The address touches on home rule 
for the large cities, but makes no 
definite recommendation on that sub­ 
ject, leaving the matter to tho legis­ 
lators to settle without advice. 
Combinations in restraint of trade 
are mentioned, the governor saying 
that certain phases of the penalty 
provisions in ihe laws against them 
should be so amended as to effective­ 
ly reach an I criminally punish in­ 
dividuals who from out 
the 
state 
manage 
an i 
control the affairs of 
corporations and concerns doing bus­ 
iness within the state in violation of 
the anti-trust law. 
The state primary law's are com­ 
mended and suggestion 
made 
for 
their improvement, 
especially 
that 
the cities should be permitted to se­ 
lect the nominees for public offices 
as in the state at large. 
An investigation 
into 
insurance 
I ates, an economic administration of 
state affairs, and strict law' enforce­ 
ment are strongly recom m ended.
